MOSCOW (UPI) — The United States, Britain, and 
the Soviet Union today signed an historic partial nu­ 
clear test ban treaty which they hailed as an initial 
step toward ending the cold war and guaranteeing

With a quick signing of names 
in St. Catherine’s Hall of the 
Kremlin, the three nations agreed 
to the first major control pact be­ 
tween East and West since the 
end of World War II,

Home -- The treaty is “an im­ 
portant breakthrough in the arms 
race. Now there is a chance to 
employ our great resources to 
produce a more abundant life.” 


Needs Senate Ratification 


Although joining in the expres­ 
sions of hope for the future, Rusk 
pointed out that the treaty does 
not end the threat of nuclear war. 


“It does not reduce nuclear 
stockpiles,” he said. “It does not 
halt production of nuclear weap­ 
ons. It does not restrict their use 
in time of war. 


“It is, therefore, not possible 
for us to guarantee what the sig­ 
nificance of this act shall be. 
History 
will 
eventually 
record 
how we deal with the unfinished 
business of peace." 


The treaty bans all nuclear 
tests except those underground. 
Before it becomes binding on the 
United States it must be ratified 
by the Senate, where favorable 
action is believed almost certain. 


The signing of the agreement 
today sharpened still further the 
split between the Soviet Union 
and Red China on ideological is­ 
sues.

tive of the attorney general’s of­ 
fice who has been working on the 
investigation, said today the re­ 
signation would not stop the in­ 
vestigation, which reportedly cen­ 
ters on the disposal of funds due 
to the state from Harkins’ office. 


Harkins and Kilcoyne were not 
available to comment on the re­ 
signation. 
Questions Raised 
Harkins’ term as JP was due to 
expire on the first Monday of 
January, but he had earlier stated 
he would not ask re-election to 
the post. 


Questions about Harkins’ con­ 
duct were raised at a Bristol

month by Alfred Cordisco, chair­ 
man of the police committee. At 
that time, Cordisco said reports 
submitted by Harkins often seem­ 
ed incomplete.

Killing Pilot 


A five-man Navy board of in­ 
quiry has begun its investigation 
of an B’-J Fury jetfighter crash 
at Willow Grove Naval Air Sta­ 
tion yesterday which killed the 
Marine Reserve pilot. 


It was the second crash of an 
F-J Fury coming in for a land­ 
ing at the base within a four- 
week period. An identical Navy 
jetfighter crashed exactly f o u r 
Sundays ago into a nearby day 
camp killing eight persons who 
were picnicking at the camp. The 
pilot, however, ejected before the 
plane crashed and parachuted to 
the ground, unhurt. 


Dead in yesterday’s crash was 
Capt. Terrence 
Chester 
Alder­ 
son, 28, of Hackettstown, N. J., 
the father of 
a 
five-month-old 
daughter, Jennifer. Alderson, who 
the Navy said has logged 1,321 
flying hours, including 510 hours 
in jets, is also survived by his 
wife, Susan; and his father, John 
B. Alderson of Hollywood, Calif. 


Another In ’61 


An earlier version of the Fury. 
an F-J 3, crashed into a Bargain 
City store, a few hundred feet 
from the runway of the base, on 
a Sunday in August, 1961. 


Although one department of the 
store was open at the time, none 
of the employes or customers 
was injured. The pilot, however, 
was killed. 


Fire engulfed the store, which 
has never reopened.
